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DETAILED ACTION 

claim Rejections - 3S uses 102 

1 . Tke following is a quotation of tke appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 
tke kasis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tliis Office action: 

A person skall he entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) tke invention was JescriteJ in (1) an appkcation for patent, puLkskecJ under section 122(k), ky anotker filed 
in tke United States kefore tke invention ky tke applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an appkcation for 
patent ky anotker filed in tke United States kefore tke invention ky tke appkcant for patent, except tkat an 
international appkcation filed under tke treaty defined in section 351(a) skall kave tke effects for purposes of tkis 
suksection of an application filed in tke United States only if tke international appkcation designated tke United 
States and was pukksked under Article 21(2) of suck treaty in tke Engksk language. 

2. Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as Leing anticipated Ly Wursck et al 
(184). 

Tke device as claimed is disclosed Ly Wursck et al witk a power drill 3 witk a first kandle 
(next to tke trigger) integrally connected to a kousing, an electric motor disposed witkin tke 
kousing, a drill ckuck powered ky tke electric motor, and an aioxiliary kandle 10 rotatakly 
attacked to tke kousing comprising a kandle grip and a first laser generator 5. 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC §103 

3. Tke following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) wkick forms tke Lasis for all 
otviousness rejections set fortk in tkis Office action: 

(a) A patent may not ke oktained tkougk tke invention is not identically disclosed or descriked as set fortk in 
section 102 of tkis title, if tke diffe rences ketween tke sukject matter sougkt to ke patented and tke prior art are 
suck tkat tke sukject matter as a wkole would kave keen okvious at tke time tke invention was made to a person 
kaving ordinary skill in tke art to wkick said sukject matter pertains. Patentakikty skall not ke negatived ky tke 
manner in wkick tke invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-5, 9, 11, and 16-19 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as keing impatentakle 
over Wursck et al ('184) in view or l-,e. 
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Tke device as claimed is disclosed ty Wursck et al as stated in tke rejection recited above 
for claims 13-15, Lut lacks tke first laser generator producing a fanned laser Leam and a suk- 
kandle witk a second laser generator producing a fanned laser Leam in a common plane witk tke 
central axis of tke collar. 

Le teackes using a first laser generator to produce a fan skaped Leam to project an 
alignment line on a wall and a second laser generator to produce a second fan skaped Leam to 
project an alignment line on a wall wkick intersects tke first line to produce an alignment cross 
on tke wall. Tkerefore, it would kave Leen oLvious to one of ordinary skill in tke art at tke time 
tke invention was made to make tke laser of Wursck et al (*184) fan skaped as taugkt Ly Le to 
produce an alignment line on tke workpiece during use of tke device. It also would kave Leen 
oLvious to one of ordinary skill in tke art at tke time tke invention was made to include a suL- 
kandle witk a second laser generator to produce a second fan skaped Learns in Wursck et al (*184) 
as taugkt Ly Le to produce an intersecting line to tke first line on tke workpiece to provide an 
alignment cross point on tke workpiece. 

5. Claims 10 and 12 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as Leing unpatentaLle over 
Wursck et al (184) in view of Le as applied to claims 1-5, 9, 11, and 16-19 aLove, and 
in view oi Wigk man. 

Tke device as claimed is disclosed Ly tke comLination of Wursck et al and Le togetker as 
stated in tke rejection recited aLove for claims 1-5, 9, 11, and 16-19, Lut lacks tke auxiliary 
kandle kaving a LuLLle level to aide in leveling tke drill during use of tke device. Wigktman 
teackes using an auxiliary kandle 44 kaving a tuttle level 70 to aide in leveling tke drill during 
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use of tke device. Tkeref ore, it would kave teen oLvious to one of ordinary skill in tke art at tke 
time tke invention was made to add a kuttle level to tke auxiliary kandle of tke comkination of 
Wursck et al ('184) and Le togetker as taugkt Ly Wigktman to aide in leveling tke drill during 
use of tke device. 

Allowahle Subject Matter 
6. Claims 6-8, 20, and 21 are okjected to as keing dependent upon a rejected kase claim, kut 
would ke allowakle if rexvritten in independent form including all of tke limitations of tke Lase 
claim and any intervening claims.
